I had been on duty but n. short 


time when I heard loud talking in the 
bushes a few yards away. 1 kept still 
.listening. Just then Corporal

said "Herejthey come." 
Sure enough 


the insurgents came around an old 
building about three hundred strong. 
They were all armed with bolos or clubs. 
When Corporal March fired at them all 
our outpost 
men started to shoot and 


such a noise you never heard. 
At the 


same time about two hundred other 
Filipinos opened fire on us from the 
rear of an old church located in nearby 
mountains. Our outposts had to re- 
treat but the boya I was with were safe 
behind a stone wall and there we re- 
mained.

army. There are three sizes, tho lighl 
bridge material, of which a bridge 2 
yards wide and from 5 to 25 yards 
long can be constructed in 50 minutes 
which weighs but 400 pounds to the 
running yard and can easily be trans 
ported on ordinary wagons or pack 
animals; the 
liclcl bridge 
material 


weighing 000 pounds) to the running 
yard, but transportable on military ve- 
hicles, and also the strategic bridge, 
four yards wide and weighing 1,000 
pounds to the running yard, capable of 
carrying the heaviest loads required 
of a military bridge or suitable for re- 
pairing permanent bridges. 
All the 


parts of these bridges are of steel and 
readily Interchangeable. .The strategic 
bridge can be put up to a length of 25 
yards in 40 hours. 


Traction engines are designed to run' 


over dry ground without requiring a 
track or trail. They have been used iu 
the broad liekls of South Africa for 
plowing, at Johannesburg for hauling 
mine material nud for other purposes 
and in New Zealand for hauling wood, 
but their military use has been limited.

The 
third 
innovation 
in military 


transportation is the electric automo- 
bile. The signal corps of our army has 
recently been supplied with electric au- 
tomobile wagons for use in the I'uil- 
ippines. 
These wagons are of two 


kinds—one to carry the instruments 
and material and the other to carry the 
personnel. 
The fitst is built like a 


covered ambulance, with rubber tired 
wheels, and contains a storage battery 
capable of miming the vehicle for 30 
hours on one charge when conveying 
1.500 pounds of load: There arc two 
3'/o horsepower motors, one in each 
rear wheel. 
The maximum speed is 


about ten rniles au hour. The other 
wagon is constructed like a high cart 
and is in other respects similar to the 
first. 
Both wagons arc fitted with 


electric side lights, and the first also 
has electric lights in the interior. Oth- 
er military applications of the automo- 
bile have been considered by the mili- 
tary world, but this is the 'first actual 
introduction. 


The art of war has always drawn on 


the sciences and arts for its develop- 
ment and improvement, but more so of 
late than ever before, partly because 
the world'is wide awake to improve- 
ments of all kinds, nud the engineers 
and makers stand ready to loud intel- 
ligent aud effective aid, and partly be- 
cause, when a uatiou enters ou a war 
nowadays, every member of that na- 
tionality is interested iu having the 
war end as speedily as possible, and 
tho business man particularly will ex- 
ert his influence iu that direction.

Courts Added Trouble. 


Under the laws of the land as they 


exist, a,t present the theft of a" lamp is 
larceny; it may be a Roman lamp or a 
Greek lamp, an oil lamp or an electric 
lamp. 
Whether it constitutes grand 


larceny or petit larceny will in certain 
states of the union depend not upon 
its ago or newness, but upon Its mar- 
ket value. 
On the other hand there 


are a great number of modern crimes 
which could not have beea committed 
in ancient days because the instru- 
ments for their perpetration did not 
exist. They are the outcome o£ mod- 
ern civilization and they require new 
legislation. 
The tapping of a tele- 


graph wire is a modern form ol high- 
way robbery. 
In the old days the 


method was to waylay the courier on 
the road and to rob him of his purse 
or of his message. 
The formula of the 


modern highwayman is riot "Stand and 
deliver," but simply "Deliver." 
And 


he may get a message from the light- 
ning courier which may be worth more 
to him than a well-filled purse. 
But 


there is nothing to be gained by indis- 
criminate tapping. 
It is some special 


message or information that the thief 
is looking for, possibly for its effect 
on the stock market or on other busi- 
ness ventures, but the use of cipher 
codes renders the tapping o£ telegraph 
wires of little avail even in time of 
war, unless the code as well as the 
message has been stolen. For the tap- 
ping of power or light lines the mod- 
ern highwayman comes in out of ;he 
rain. 
He can do his business better 


indoors by attacking the electric me- 
ter, confusing its calculations and thus 
getting more current than he pays for. 
Such at least seems, to be the implica- 
tion of recent statutes.
